and 38; 

a housing 12 to house the contacts; 
walls 19 and 36 prevent incursion; and 
open ended channel 44 for the slide 16. 

Regarding claims 8 and 9, please refer to fig. 13, where 
the contact 42 engages the slide 16. 
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Regarding claim 10, the second contact 39 comprises of a 
contact spring 39. Both contacts are elastically bendable. 
Please refer to figs, 11-13. 

Regarding claim 11, portion 42 (top flat portion) is 
hammer-like. 

Regarding claim 12, a frame 30 is disclosed in fig. 3 of 
Rump f .
